Owing to Its remole 
locatipn uo special cure Is used to make 
the place odorless and the air in the 
neighborhood la pretty strong but un- 
der different conditions the disposal of 
tbe offal could be done with less odor. 
A pait of tbe residue from the burning 
is d'ispo>ed of to outside patties to be 
made into soap and peifutnery.

If left to stand long. Different kinds

The cry ofHarrlman" and "Hill"

Harrlmau mid Hill bad not asked for 
government snbveutloua. Other Amer- 
icau. ship-owners, however, who were 
not raiiioad magnates, had asked for 
them, aud wheu Congress refused they 
[milled down their rings aud quit tbe 
ocean. Harriniau aud Hill remained. 
They were uol hurt; they did uot care. 
They were laughing lu their sleeve* at 
Cougress, which has now driven their 
Americau competitors from the ocean. 


The Japanese are not afraid of the 


word "subsidy." They subsidize their 
shipyards to help them build bhips. 
They subsidize ship Hues to re-euforcb 
their navy and convey their commerce. 
They nay to three steamers running 
from Yokohama to Puget Sonnet $330,- 
000 a. year. The Brltltfb government 
pays to three Britten steamers from 
Vancouver, British Columbia, lo Japan 
and (Jhlna $-231,000 a year. The great 
and rich United Stales government a 
year ago was paylug £12,000 to $16,000 
to seven American steamships from 
Puget Sound to Japan, China and the 
Philippines. 


Tbe owners of these American ships 


— uot Mr. Hill but tbe owners of the 
other ships—asked Congress for a mail 
subvention which would at least put 
them ou a parity with their lirilisb aud 
Japanese competitors. Tbesesblp own- 
ers said that they could not possibly 
ruu their steamers without name Nat- 
ional aid. Congress refused. There- 
upon three of Ihe live American steam- 
ers 
were immediately' wilhdrawn. 


Two others, il is understood, will fol- 
low them. A sixth ship, the Dakota, 
was wrecked oil'Japan, liy next win- 
ter there will probably be ouly oue 
American sleamer carrying our com- 
merce across the North Pacific lo the 
Orient. 


The Oceanic Hue to Australasia, op- 


erating three ships, appealed t > Cou- 
grcss to give It au iuer'eated subvention 
that would put it on a parity with 
liuro|*au Hues. Tlie company de- 
clared frankly that unless this were 
doue the route would have to be- aban- 
doned. Congress refused. The com- 
pany has given np its contract and not 
oue American steamship ia uow run- 
ning across theSouth Pacific. 


But Japan has subsidized i. steam- 


ship line from Yokohama to Australia. 
She has subsidized another Hue to 
South America. She Is doing the busi- 
ue=s which our ships did and IB secur- 
ing the commerce for her merchants. 
These Japanese steamships discrimi- 
nate 
habitually against American 


trade In favor of Japanese trade. That 
Is what they are paid to do. It Is for 
Ihla that these Japanese steam lines 
are established. 


While we are making a great fuss 


and feathers over our battleship fleet 
audbraggiug what il cau do,,Japan 
has quietly won a peaceful victory. 
She has wiped our merchaiil ships oil 
the map ou the Pacific. We hopttuat 
(here will be m> war, bill If there were 
a war Japan would ..have what weal- 
most absolutely lack, aud that la Ihe 
Inui'spensable auxiliary naval recerve 
of merchant ships, to convey supplies 
for tlie lighting ships, to carry troops 
aud lo forward amrnuulthu. Japan 
would have sailors, too, Inured to the 
sea aud iraiued to war, while eveu In 
peace we cannot begin to find men 
enough to man our fighting vessel!. 


Do you approve of the policy which 


crowds our t'acllic with battleships and 
Iguores entirely our merchant ships? 
Of wbat avail will "the mastery of Ihe 
Pacltic." be to us if Japan dominates 
the shipping and monopolizes the com- 
merce of lhat uilghlest uf oceans?

The decadent New Haven of four 


years ago, which operated but 2000 
miles of rail HUBS and earued about f-50,.

6600 miles of rail liue« lu New England 
aud Us vicinity, aud hundreds of inilei 
of wafer routes besides. It it earning 
something like f 150,000,000 gioti per 
annum. Its net income approximates 
$35,000,000 a year. Figures have b«eu 
trebled.- 


Mellen has beeu working toward oue 


goal,—the unification of the railroads 
of New England. He titi never had 
time until recently to give to Ihe mat- 
ter of the acquisition of lha Boston i 
Maine.

Mountain, in Germany, Is an interest- 
ing nnd little known industry. *The 
breeding aud Gelling of canaries in Ger- 
many lias reached such proportions 
lhat it now controls the markets of tlie 
world. Tlie annual value of the trade 
Is conservatively estimated to be. ?:>3S,- 
000. In St. Audreasburg alone lifly 
thousand birds a year are raised for ex- 
port. For an exceptionally good Khiger 
and breeder at least three hundred 
marks man be paid, and one hundred 
marks IB often the price of a good so 
called "VorsatiRer," or a bird used to 
teach the young canaries to slug by ex- 
ample. The normal 
price for good 


slugers varies from twelve to thirty- 
live marks. It may lie mentioned that 
the mark is equivalent to about twenty- 
four cents..

rendered unsaleable. Tlie ait of the, 
breeder lies in Iris ability tti discover' 
the slumbering talent hi the bin! at an 
early ago and develop II to its highest 
possibilities. 


Some birds show au exceptional tal- 


ent for trilling, while others are re- 
uiarkable for the beauty aud variety of 
Ibelr song. • The birds are divided into 
classes aud kept iu separate rooms, 
those 'having harsh and sharp voices 
being often placed in covered cages, 
where, instead of singing themselves, 
they are forced lo listen lo other good 
singers, through which their faults are 
often overcome. The better singers, af- 
ter passing a certain stage, where their 
habits are established and they do not 
require thecloee dully watching of the 
breeder, are taken Into'a room reserved 
for Ibe best singers. The elemeutary 
training for Ihe singer Is generally 
llulshed by the end of November, and 
thesinglug Is at its best at tbe begin- 
ning of January, uud again after the 
maling lime. 


The canary. Is iu every way a house 


bird, and some people, with good in- 
tentions of giving the bird a little frexh 
air, make a seriuus mistake by banging 
the cage out of tbe wludow on the lirst 
warm spring day. Tbe bird is not used 
to the outside alrt as he and his anceat* 
ors have been raised for eeuturles In 
the houee, and the only result of this 
well Intended kindness, Is a 
cold, 


which results iti partial, if not entire 
loss of the voice. 
Canaries are very 


sensitive to drafts, aud some singer*, 
theresullsof years of careful breeding 
and training, have been ruined by a 
tew moments' exposure at au open 
window.—N. Y. Tribune. !

Western farmers laughing at him, and 
It lhey did he would hit them with a 
sled slake. Here in New Englaud a 
host of Individuals—I must stand by 
my class—go among the farmeis hold- 
ing them up lo ridicule as something 
Blrauge and unusual. 
These people 


may themselves be quite ordinary, 
mangling English us decidedly though 
lu a different way, as does the. farmer, 
liut what they say goes aud what the 
farmer says out ntuong the hens and 
sleers does nol. I verily .believe that 
the lack of social consideration Is an 
important factor iu driving boys and 
girls from New England furme. When 
.the 
New England farmer is 
not 


debarred by his occupatiou from going 
iu any society to which his culture 
should admit him, when tie ranks with 
the professional and bus nesH men, as 
in the \\ est, or even above them, as In 
some parts ol the South, you will hear 
less of the decadence of New Knglaud 
agriculture.—Wapdou Allan Curtis, iu 
Boston TrauECript.
